Thursday, wan an important event in 
the history of our State. It means the ! 
exhibition to the world in a compre¬ 
hensive and intelligible form of the re¬ 
sources of the State and the induce-, 
meats which it offers to those who 
wouldcome and settle here. Hereto¬ 


fore t his has been left to chalice, and 
it was always a question whether a 
new comer in the State would havetlie 
good fortune to fall in with those who 
had made a success of their ventures 
here, and could encourage him with a 
practical illustration of how to do it, 
or whether he would meet with'those 
w ho could only offer him the dishour- 
aKing picture of uusuccTssftil struggles 
and hardship, as an illustrat ion of how 
nottodoit. 

In every business that men engngc 
in there are many failures and partial 
successes for every case of unqualified 
and brilliant success, and notliing,else 
must he expected among those who 
come to engage in the business of mak¬ 
ing a living in Florida, cspivially if we 
confine our attention to those pur¬ 
suits which are peculiar to The State, 
and therefore new,-to those who come 
here from outside. For every shrewd, 
sensible, business-like man, w h omines 
here and takes hold of things with a 
firm grip that insures success from the 
start, we have a score of people who 
have never been able to do much else¬ 
where, and have come here in the vain 
hope that Florida might prove an 
cart lily paradise, in which they could 
livson the fruit, as it dropped from 
'the trees into their laps. • A hundred 
more are well-meaning but not over 
intelligent nor well-informed. The 
score, it iH hardly inressary to say, 
fail here as they have every where else. 
The hundred plod along, and by dint 
of hard work and economy manage to 
make a living, but never. realize the 
success of the one. This is no discredit 
to Florida. It is only what we find 
everywhere, and here as everywhere 
the one man out of a hundred who ih 
a complete success is the standard 
that we want to put before new coiners, 
not to deceive them into a belief that 
all men can do as well, blit to give 
them a standard of success to guide 
them in their estimates and their 
efforts. They surely will not come if 
they see only failure, and they surely 
will not succeed unless their efforts are 
rightly directed. 


Such an exhibition as that now open 
at Jacksonville will enable newcomers, 
and those who have come to make a 
preliminary survey of the ground with 
u view to locating, to see what can he 
done here by those who know how to 
do it. and thus give them a correct 
standard to work to, and an en- 
\&t|raging,view of thepossihilit icsopcn 
to them and the rcw'ardof earnest and 
well directed effort. 

Besides the above there is. also a 
still larger number of probable visitors 
to the exhibition who are here merely 
for pleasure or temporary escape from 
colder places, and have no immediate 
intention of settling here permanently. 
These will go home with a better idea 
of our resources and what can be done 
here, and spread tin* information 
among tlicit'friends, thus advertising 
us more effectively than by almost 
any other possible means. In many 
cases too it may be the means of 
planting a seed in their minds that 
will Moinctiinl* grow into a desire to 
have a home here after all. They may 
lie interested in fruit or (lowers, or 
other thingp shown, and the desire to 
see what they can do with them may 
eventually tempt them to try their 
hands here, or soinecireiimst aneesnot 
now foreseen may lead them to seek a 
warmer climate, and then Florida will 
not lie quite so vague a picture in their 
minds. In mail) ways t lie tilings they 
will see will make a favorable impres¬ 
sion upon them, which will not lie 
wasted. 

Last but not least, tin* exhibition 
will be visited by thousands of our 
own people, who will see what others 
have accomplished, and he stimulated 
to go home and make a new: effort 
themselves; and thus the strongest 
possible influences will he set at work 
to increase and improve our produc¬ 
tion. This in the long run will prove 
of more value to the State than any 
amount of advertising. We hope that 
every one who can, both resident sand 
visitors, will sec the exhibition and en¬ 
courage their friends to do so. 
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What One Woman Did. * 

A MuhniicIiiimiiUh woman, having mi 
hour or two each day to ripari! from 
housework, divided to try- raising 
strawberries for market on a piwe of 
laud fifty-aoven feet square. Tin* 
plants were well taken care of through 
tin* season,-and tin* hint of October the 
1 it*< 1 received /i final hoeing, and a little 
Inter tIn* plants were mulched about 
t wo inches di*cp with pine needles. Be- 
fore tin* picking season commenced, 
h)iu bargained with a market man, a 
mile ami a half (lintant to take all her 
berries, by allowing him an hit* share, 
four cent H'u basket for nil berries sold 
til twenty rent a and over, and three 
rent a for t hoar bringing lean. In pick¬ 
ing hIu* was careful to put in only 
pound fruit, to have as large berrieartt 
the bottom of the basket as on top, 
and to have t In in heaped aa high aa 
t he crate would allow. It being a pool- 
year for at rawberriea owing to drought, 
which did not atTl-et her low ground, 
ahe received good prieca. None were 
Hold for leaa than fifteen cent a a 
baaket. The cut ire crop Hold waa B50 
basket a, for which ahe received $52.80. 
Expenses were $21.55, leaving a net 
profit of $dl .25.— Kx.

The , l'ent , -Nashi Kaki, 
which the Japanese describe as austere 
with ua is not astringent, ami as Mr. 
licrckman says is one of our best 
known and moat esteemed varieties. 
As will be seen by the exhaustive ac¬ 
counts of the Japanese persimmon 
which we are publishing, the. same 
t hing is true of other Varieties. Mr. 
Adams says that out of the twelve va¬ 
rieties he first received “eight were en¬ 
tirely free from the old sin of Adam,” 
(aat ringency). While the Japanese re¬ 
port but few seedless aorta most of the 
varieties, as we grow them, are nearly 
or quite seedless. Seedlings, which are 
said to be almost invariably wiyt bless 
in Japan, take most kindly to Florida 
soil and promise to give us superior 
varieties of our own; Mr. Norton’s 
Triumph is certainly an acquisition, 
Furthermore; our native persimmon 
seems superior to the Kaki seedling as 
a stock.—Florida IHs/mlrh.
